Butterflies lay eggs to start the 
cycle. Different species will lay their 


eggs at different times of the ho 
The eggs hatch into caterpillars, 
which are a larval stage of butter- 
flies. These caterpillars will form pu- 
pae in cocoons or as chrysalises after 
the caterpillars are large enough. 
Adult butterflics emerge from the 
chrysalis at the end of this pupal 
stage. This cycle averages from four 
to six weeks for most species of but- 
terflies. 

Butterflies require food during 
both their caterpillar and adult stag- 
es. Plant any of the following to pro- 


vide food for caterpillars: willow, 
oak, cherry, dogwood, clover, cab- 
bage, parsley, fennel, aster, broccoli, 
milkweed, Queen Anne's lace, snap- 
dragon or marigold. 

Caterpillars eat foliage and can be 
quite heavy feeders, Black swallow- 
tail caterpillars can practically strip 
all the foliage off a parsley plant, 
one of their favorites. 

Adult butterflies eat nectar. To at- 
tract them to your yard, you will 
need to plant flowers and flowering 
shrubs that are high nectar produc- 
ers. For Alabama, these include the 
following: black-eyed Susan, butter- 
fly weed, butterfly bush, purple 
coneflower, yarrow, rosemary, zin- 
nia, joe-pye weed, lantana, coreop- 
sis, chives, gaillardia, bee balm, or 
verbena. 

Also, when you're planting your 
garden, be sure to have something 
blooming from spring until fall. This 
will help ensure the butterflies will 
have a steady food supply.

Traveling to numerous 
workshops and conferences, she pro- 
motes good relationships between 
Elba Elementary School and other 
schools. Through these professional 


‘development experiences, she has 


built a network of teachers with 
whom she exchanges teaching mate- 
rials and strategies. 

Ms. Lee has taught either fifth or 
sixth grade departmentalized or self- 
contained classes for the last ten 
years in the Elba City School Sys- 
tem, Her other teaching experiences 
were one year in Cuthbert, Georgia 
as a Chapter I teacher, and one year 
in Middleburg, Florida, as an ad- 
vanced math teacher.

allow Elba to dump limbs and leaves 
in gullies, etc. rather than in a mon- 
itored landfill.

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Elba City BOE approves block 
scheduling for next school term

The Elba City School Board on 
Thursday evening voted to revise the 
high school classroom scheduling to 
what is called “Block Scheduling” 
effective with the 1996-97 school

Too Many Taxes Mean Too Much Government 


The power to tax,”” observed 
Supreme Court Justice John Marshall, 
“involves the power to destroy.” That 
was in 1819. On April 15, 1996 — 
177 years later — the conservative 
House of Representatives will mark 
another federal tax filing day by seek- 
ing to limit the government's ability 
to raise taxes on you, 

Americans are fed-up with 
high taxes which consume an ever 
larger portion of their annual incomes. 
Today, a typical family of four pays 
38.2 percent of its total income in 
taxes — that’s more than three hours 
of an eight-hour workday to pay for 
federal, state and local taxes. 

This means that in many fami- 
lies with two working parents, one 
parent is working almost full-time 
just to pay the government! But it 
hasn’t always been that way. 

The total tax burden on Ameri- 
cans was just five percent in the 
1950's, yet their hard-earned tax dol- 
lars managed to pay for our national 
defense, build a nation-wide inter- 
state highway system, deliver the 
mail, and provide other essential gov- 
ernment functions. 

And all of this was done with- 
out the federal budget deficits and 
bureaucratic red ink that we’ ve come 
to accept from the bloated, redundant 
federal government of today. Bigger 
government goes hand in hand with 
higher taxes but neither assures 
greater efficiency as recent history 
has painfully shown us, 

To kill Kudzu you have to get 
at the roots. The same principle ap- 
plies to Washington. Ever increasing 
taxes are the roots of our Goliath- 
sized government.

ers to increase taxes. The new tax 
limitation amendment would require 
a two-thirds “super majority” vote 
any time Congress seeks to pass a tax 
increase. 

What effect would this bill 
really have? If this new legislation, 
which is expected to pass the House, 
were already law taxpayers would 
have seen dramatic results. 

During the last 30 years there 
have been 16 major tax increases, of 
which only half would have had the 
necessary two-thirds vote to pass into 
law had the new tax limitation amend- 
ment been in place. Since 1980, had 
the new tax limitation amendment 
been in effect, taxpayers would have 
been spared at least $666 billion in 
increased taxes and fees! 

The idea of a tax limitation is 
already popular on the state level. 
Tax ‘rebellions’ around the nation 
have resulted in at least one-third of 
the states enacting their own tax limi- 
tation legislation. 

Now, it is even more urgent at 
the federal level where Bill Clinton is 
planning another $60 billion in tax 
increases over the next seven years. 
Ironically, this President has gone 
out of his way to avoid tax cuts — 
even the middle class tax cuts he 
promised on the campaign trail in 
1992 remains just a promise. 

Conservatives in Congress 
want hard-working families to earn 
more and keep more of what they 
earn. History has taught us that we 
can fund government for much less 
and still get the level of services we 
need, 

With the American people as 
our support, conservatives are deter- 
mined to limit the taxing power of 
government.

The following letter is a response 
received by Senator Howell Heflin 
conceming an inquiry sent to him 
by Joan Ward of Elba. 


Dear Senator Heflin: 

This is in response to your in- 
quiry on behalf of Ms. Joan Ward 
and her co-signers regarding aliens 
who receive benefits after being in 
the country for a relatively short pe- 
riod of time. 

In recent years, both Congress 
and the Administration have worked 
towards changes in this area. In 
1980, in response to concerns that 
some sponsored immigrants were 
qualifying for supplemental security 
income (SSI) benefits almost imme- 
diately after their arrival in the Unit- 
ed States, Congress enacted a provi- 
sion that required that for the first 3 
years after a sponsored immigrant’s 
entry into the United States, his or 
her sponsor’s income and resources 
would be regarded as the immi- 

t’s for purposes of determining 

SI eligibility and benefit amounts-- 
ie., sponsor-to-alien deeming. In 
November 1993, Congress tempo- 
rarily extended the deeming period 
from 3 to 5 years, effective January 
1, 1994 through September 30, 1996 
(not, as may have been reported, 
January 1, 1996). Sponsor-to-alien 
deeming generally prevents spon- 
sored immigrants from qualifying 
for SSI during their first 3 years in 
the country. 

Currently, provisions in the bud- 

et reconciliation and welfare reform 
egislation that has passed Congress- 
-as well as provisions that were in 
the Administration’s 1994 welfare 
reform _legislation--would make 
sponsors more financially responsi- 
ble for the immigrants they sponsor 
and reduce the number of immigra- 
tion categories that would qualify 
noncitizens for SSI. 

The Administration and Congress 
have not reached agreement on 
which noncitizens should continue to 
be eligible for SSI and other means- 
tested public assistance programs, 
However, they do appear to agree 
that refugees, asylees, and aliens 
who have their deportations withheld 
should be eligible for SSI. There are 
three categories of noncitizens that 
are admitted into the United States 
on humanitarian grounds because 
they are unable to return to their 
home countries because of persecu- 
tion or fear of persecution on ac- 
count of race, religion, nationality, 
membership in a particular social 
group, or political opinion, It has 
been the longstanding policy of the 
Federal Government to provide as- 
sistance to such individuals to hel 
resettle them until they are self- 
supporting and contributing mem- 
bers of the United States,

Webster's Dictionary defines the word as “One who is attached to another 
by affection and by regards or by a stage.”

But 
while these definitions sound scholarly and while they may be academically 
sound, they are somewhat limited. We have all used the word friend or we 
have heard the word used in some setting which are not covered by Web- 
ster's Dictionary.

But instead of them helping to 
relieve his burden, they added to his burden, instead of them liftin him up 
out of his physical, mental, and spiritual depression, they trampled upon 
him false insults, instead of these so called friends helping to lift Job up out 
of the dumps and giving him a ray of hope, they rubbed it in. “With friends 
like these, who needs enemies?” 


The Bible speaks also of another friendship that existed between Jona- 
than and David, Here was a friendship that defies the old saying that “B ood 
is thicker than water”, because Jonathan loved David so much so, until he 
disobeyed his father’s orders to protect his friends life, and without a doubt 
the relationships between these two was a genuine friendship. 


A true friend is hard to find in our world of cut throat competition, peo- 
ple will drop you like a hot potato just to gain an upper hand. Sometimes 
those whom you had your upmost confidence in will forsake you and join 
force with the enemy. 


I want to tell you, I know somebody who is a true friend. He passed the 
supreme test of friendship when He gave His life for you and for me. We 
can say, like a saying from yesteryear, “If that ain’t friendship, it will have 
to do till the real thing gets here.” He’s been a friend ever since you’ve

e is planning on working for a church 
with the youth when he is released. 

The next person was only 21 years 
old. He was also a heavy drinker, but 
spoke primarily on the abuse of drugs. 
Unlike the other man, he grew up in- 
volved heavily in gangs. This he ex- 
plained boosted his interest in using 
drugs and killing. He not only explained 
the effects of drug usage but he also em- 
phasized the danger of being involved in 
gang activity. He is also up for parole in 
a few years. Both men spoke of the hor- 
rors associated with jail life. 

Hopefully, the speakers reached 
many students lives and caused each per- 
son to realize the horrible outcomes of 
the abuse of drugs and alcohol. The title 
of the program "Free By Choice" allows 
each student to realize they are free now 
only because they choose to be, but only 
one bad decision could lead to a life full 
of nightmares.

_j have caused a fatal human brain dis- 


ease. 

Consumers can be assured that 
beef and dairy products in the United 
States are safe. The following infor- 
mation should provide sufficient 
background to substantiate this point 
of view. 

The condition in British cattle has 
been called “Mad Cow Disease”, an 
unfortunate substitute for its real 
name: Bovine Spongiform Encepha- 
lopathy (BSE). “Mad Cow Disease” 
is a poor term because it fails to dif- 
ferentiate BSE from the many other 
- hervous system disorders in cattle in 
which cattle might be described as 
“mad". These include rabies, ketosis, 
lead poisoning, listeriosis, polio, an- 
aplasmosis, and others. 

Cattle with BSE have a degenera- 
tive brain condition which develops 
slowly over a five to eight year peri- 
od, The clinical signs in cattle which 
appear near the end of its course in- 
clude abnormal gaits, high stepping, 
itching, depressed appetite, exces- 
sive licking, a tendency for increased 
aggression, and death. Most are hu- 
manely euthanized when those clini- 
cal signs appear. 

_ BSE was first seen and diagnosed 
in Britain in 1986, It may have aris- 
en as a result of feeding rendered 
sheep by-products to cattle as 
tein supplements. Some of ore 
sheep may have been infected with 
scrapic, an SE disease which has 
been known for over 200 years. The 
number of BSE cases increased to a 
peak of about 1,000 new cases 
week by January 1993, and then “4 
pan to decrease, The epidemic may 
ve worsened because initially it 
was possible for cattle which had 
been affected with BSE to be ren- 
dered into protein supplements for 
other cattle, The British government 
banned feeding of ruminant-derived 
animal proteins to other ruminants in 
1989, Because of the five to eight

year “incubation” period of develop- 
ment of BSE, cases continued to oc- 
cur after this ban. The number of 
cases now seen is a few hundred a 
week, some in cattle born after the 
1989 feeding ban. These animals 
may have been exposed to protein 
supplements still in the pipeline after 
the ban, or due to incomplete com- 
pliance with the ban. In any event, 
the number of cases has decreased 
significantly, and continues to de- 
crease as a result of regulatory inter- 
ventions such as the offal feeding 
ban which is now effectively ap- 
plied. 

Until March 21, 1996, the British 
government maintained that there 
was no danger of transmission of SE 
disease from cattle to people. On 
that day the government announced 
that a scientific advisory panel had 
considered ten human cases diag- 
nosed as a rare, fatal, and slowly de- 
veloping a degenerative brain condi- 
tion _ call Creutzfeldt-Jacob 
Disease (CJD). This disease occurs 
at the rate of about .5 to 1 cases per 
million people. The rate of cases of 
CJD in Britain is not higher than ex- 
pected for the population; however, 
these ten cases occurred in younger 
people than usual and whose symp- 
toms were not typical of CJD. This 
caused the advisory committee to 
conclude that the cause of these unu- 
sual cases of C)D was unknown and 
that there might be a link with BSE. 
This announcement created a furor, 
which continues, 

Muscle tissue and milk have not 
been demonstrated to transmit BSE, 
but brain and spinal cord have, 
Therefore, steps taken in Britain to 
insure that nervous tissues from cat- 
tle do not enter the human food sup- 
ply should effectively prevent any 
transmission, if it ever occurred in 
the first place. These steps have also 
been taken in the U,S., even though 
BSE has never occurred here. 

No case of BSE has been diag- 
nosed in the United States, and plen- 
ty of people have been looking for 
it. In 1990, the U.S, Department of 
Agriculture initiated an aggressive 
and thorough surveillance program 
for BSE, This includes examination 
at the National Services Veteri 
Laboratory of the brains of nearly 
3,000 cattle diagnosed with nervous 
system disease, and the periodic ex- 
amination of all live cattle in the 
U.S, which came from the U.K. be- 
fore the import ban, In 1993, a sin- 
gle BSE case occurred in Canada, In 
the U,S,, state veterinary diagnostic 
labs and practicing veterinarians 
have been alerted to watch for ner- 
yous system disease in cattle and to 
always consider BSE as a potential 
diagnosis, BSE can be definitively 
diagnosed only by a post-mortem 
microscopic exam of brain tissue, 

To prevent the possibility of BSE 


entering the country, in 1989 the 
U.S. banned imports of live cattle 
and zoo ruminants from the United 
Kingdom and from any country with 
BSE. Sheep and goat imports from 
the U.K. have been banned for years 
previously because of scrapie. In 
1989 the U.S. rendering industry 
voluntarily adopted the policy that 
sheep greater than one-year old 
should not be rendered into protein 
supplements for animal consump- 
tion, The voluntary ban on render- 
ing sheep has been largely effective, 
although some questions have been 
raised about its effectiveness in 
sheep-dense areas. The U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration in 1994 
proposed a rule that would prohibit 
adult sheep and goat tissues from 
brain, spinal cord, spleen, thymus, 
tonsil, lymph nodes, or intestines 


(i.e. any tissue which would contain 
even a small amount of nervous sys- 
tem material) for use in ruminant 
feed. To date this rule has not been 
formally adopted. 

In the U.S., the responses to the 
threat of BSE by various govern- 
mental agencies and industry associ- 
ations have been appropriate and ef- 
fective by all ongoing indicators 
since the problem first began in 
Britain. Because of the current 
heightened public awareness of the 
potential problem, more regulator 
actions may occur in the near future. 
In the meantime, the public can be 
assured that meat and dairy products 
in the U.S. are safe.

Alabama Department of Public Safety 
provides child safety seats for needy

One hundred needy Alabama 
families have received new child 
safety seats through the Department 
of Public Safety’s participation in a 
national distribution project. 

Public Safety provided the seats 
free of charge as part of a national 
child safety seat distribution project 
resulting from a GM (General Mo- 
tors) settlement. 

The national project, involving 
8,000 child safety seats, was coordi- 
nated by the International Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Police and the Na- 
tional Safe Kid Campaign. 

“Tt is essential that young children 
be properly secured in child safety 
seats every time they travel in a mo- 
tor vehicle,” said Col. Gene Mitch- 
ell, Public Safety Director. “This 
program will help ensure that Ala- 
bama’s children have the protection 
they need.” 

As a provision of the program, all 
the child safety seat Scien re-

ceived information on the correct 
use and installation of the child safe- 
ty seats. They watched an instruc- 
tional video and also were encour- 
aged to carefully read the safety seat 
instructions and their vehicle own- 
er’s manual and to check for a se- 
cure fit after installation. 

Alabama’s child restraint law re- 
quires that children under age 6 be 
secured in a federally approved child 
restraints when traveling in front or 
back seats of a motorized vehicle. 

Children through age 3 must be in 
a child safety seat; children age 4 
and 5 may use a safety seat or regu- 
lar seat belt. 

Studies indicate the middle of the 
back seat is the safest location for a 
child safety seat. 

During 1994, 29 children under 
age 6 who were passengers in motor 
vehicles were killed in car wrecks in 
Alabama. Of the 29 victims, 22 were 
not secured or were not properly se- 
cured in a child restraint or seat belt.

Elba City Council fires chief of police effective immediately

The Elba City Council held what 
was billed as an open forum hearing 
Tuesday evening on complaints of 
the professional conduct of Elba Po- 
lice Chief Bruce Peacock 

A large number of interested cit- 
izens were in attendance at the meet- 
ing, including off duty police of- 
ficers and a host of news media 
members. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood opened 
the meeting by explaining he had 


talked with the chief following the | 


last council meeting and found the 
complaints council members had 
heard were not accurate. 

He said that the chief asked him 
about writing a letter to each council 
member, The mayor said he had en- 
couraged the chief to do so. 

Apparently the results of an ex- 
ecutive session of the council on 
Monday night, April 15th was a re- 
quest for the chief’s resignation. In a 
memo to members of the city coun- 
cil, dated Tuesday, April 16th, Pea- 
cock wrote, “Mayor Haywood in- 
formed me last night that the council 
wants my resignation as Chief of Po- 
lice. To me, resignation means that a 
person is guilty of a wrongdoing and 
is a way out for it. I have done noth- 
ing wrong as Chief of Police, and do 
not intend to resign. However, I 
would like for you to consider an 
open forum discussion on the issues 
that you brought forth in an ex- 
ecutive session on Monday night 
April 15th, 1996 so that I may have 
the opportunity for any worthy re-

butial.” 

The mayor then explained the for- 
mat for the open forum He noted 
only city council members and city 
officials would be allowed to speak. 

However, before any action be- 
gan on the scheduled hearing, coun- 
cil member Earl McCollough made a 
motion to go into executive session. 
Mayor Haywood opposed the action 
and said he wouldn’t honor the mo- 
tion. The mayor said Peacock’s re- 
quest for an open forum leads cred- 
ibility to his contentions that he is 
innocent. 

Council member Ben C ter 
asked for a minute to confer with the 
city attorney and returned telling 
McCollough to make his motion 


again, which Carpenter promptly 
seconded. 

The mayor then said that before a 
vote was taken he wanted to clearify 
his position, He explained that at the 
last council meeting, during ex- 
ecutive session, he was asked to re- 
quest the chief’s resignation. 

Haywood said that after the meet- 
ing he went out and spent two hours 
with Chief Peacock and talked with 
him at length about the allegations. 
He told the council the chief said he 
wasn’t guilty and wasn’t going to re- 
sign. 

The mayor then said he was 
ing to call Chief Peacock forward to 
address the allegations. 

Carpenter reminded the mayor 
there was a motion and second on 
the executive session and he wanted 
an immediate vote. 

The council member explained 
the change from the announced 
plans for the open forum hearing as, 
“The man had not been suspended 
nor fired, and until that happenes, he 
was not legally entitled to a hearing 
of any kind.”
